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Bus users’ fuiy 

as service axed

FURIOUS bus users claim cuts to 
services will “imprison” thous¬ 
ands of pensioners in their 
communities. 

As part of major cost-cutting 
measures, Stagecoach is planning to 
reduce services across Cambridge¬ 
shire from April 17. 

It will scrap the separate route 9 and X9 
services and combine them with a new route 
9 timetable. 

That will see buses travel from March to 
Cambridge, via Ely, and Ely to March, via the 
villages, every hour at peak times, but only 
every two hours between 9am and 4pm. 

Witchford pensioner Sheila Challoner said 
the cuts would hit the over-60s whose bus 
passes are only valid for services after 
9.30am. 

She said: “Many pensioners have a very 
fixed low income. Without public transport, 
we are virtually imprisoned in Witchford. 

“What do you want to do? Bury us? God 
help the people that made these decisions 
and hope they never live to become part of 
the huge ‘grey brigade’ of pensioners.” 

She urged pensioners to begin a letter¬ 
writing campaign against the cuts. 

Her call was backed by Ely resident 
Heather Smith, who said: "Many of the 
pensioners in the villages rely on this bus 
service to come into Ely to shop and 
socialise.

Bottoms up 
as researchers 
study swans 

THE words ‘big bum’ may be 
viewed as negative by humans - 
but they are entirely positive if 
you are a swan. 

Researchers at the Wildfowl 
and Wetlands Trust (WWT) in 
Welney have been observing the 
size of Bewick’s swans’ behinds 
as they depart the UK for their 
annual migration to Arctic 
Russia. 

Called ‘abdominal profiling’, 
experts have been recording the 
size of the area between birds’ 
legs and tail which is used to 
store fat they have built up over 
the winter months. 

And experts say the bigger 
their bum, the more likely the 
swans are to survive the 2,500- 
mile journey back their breed 
grounds. 

Julia Newth, a WWT re¬ 
searcher, said: “We need to 
eliminate the possibility that the 
swans are suffering while they 
winter in the UK. 

“In a slim bird the bum will 
look slightly concave, whereas a 
well-fed bird will have a double 
bulge. 

“The analysis has yet to be 
bottomed out but our obser¬ 
vations in the field certainly 
suggest they are leaving for the 
journey with big healthy 
behinds.” 

It comes just a week after the 
Weekly News reported how 
research shows the number of 
Bewick swans is decreasing. 
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IWo brothers died 
in crash with lorry

TWO brothers died when their 
car collided with a cement mixer 
lorry which had been put into a 
weight limit zone by a satellite 
navigation system. 

Lorry driver Wilfred Watts was using a 
sat-nav to find his destination when he 
drove into the 7.5 tonne limit area in at 
Elsworth, an inquest heard. 

Brothers Mitchell and Matthew Jacobs, 
aged 18 and 19, of Sadlers Way, Chatteris, 
died from multiple injuries in the 
collision on Brockley Road last August. 

The inquest in Huntingdon heard that 
Mitchell, who was driving a Ford Fiesta, 
may have been surprised to have seen 
the first of two large cement mixers on a 
bend in the road, causing him to go on to 
the verge and to swerve into the path of 
the second lorry. 

Coroner Dr Sam Bass recorded verdicts 
of accidental death on the brothers. 

Dr Bass said: “My feeling would be that 
on seeing a large lorry coming towards 
you a driver would have taken some sort

of action.” 

The inquest heard that Mr Watts, who 
was making delivery in the Elsworth 
area, had stopped in the village to get 
directions and had linked up with 
another driver who knew the way. 

Accident investigator Pc Peter Bimson 
said Mr Watts' sat nav had taken his lorry, 
weighing at least 26 tonnes, into the 7.5 
tonne zone. 

He said: “It is true to say that the 
location he wanted to get to was not 


inside the zone and there was an 
alternative route he could have taken.” 

But Pc Bimson said the restricted zone 
was open to use for access, part of the 
route had been exempt and that Mr Watts 
had been acting in good faith by 
following the sat nav which did not 
differentiate between vehicles of different 
size. 

He said: “The cause of this collision 
was Mitchell Jacobs losing control of his 
vehicle while negotiating a right hand 
bend.” 

Pc Bimson said it would be speculation 
to say that Mr Jacobs had reacted to the 
presence of the lorry. 

Toby Austin, who was driving the first 
of the two cement mixers, said the driver 
of the Fiesta had seemed “surprised” to 
see him and had swerved to the left on to 
the verge. 

Mr Watts told the inquest he was 
crawling up the hill when the car came 
off the verge in front of him. 

He said: “I couldn’t stop. I tried. I just 
hit everything and stood on the brakes. I 
tried to turn away from him, but it didn’t 
make much difference.”

“It’s going to discourage people 
from coming to Ely on the bus if 
they think they may have prob¬ 
lems getting home. 

“The bus service provides our 
pensioners with freedom and 
independence. It is vital for their 
mental health that people do not 
feel cut off and isolated.” 

Last month East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council axed a 
£25,000 grant to Ely Dial-a-Ride. 

Cllr Ian Allen, leader of the 
council’s Liberal Democrat 
group, said: “It is vulnerable 
people who are having their 
services stripped away while 
wealthy individuals, such as bank 
executives, are not affected. 

“It appears the decision to 
remove Stagecoach’s subsidy is a 
catalyst for it axing not loss¬ 
making services, but those not 
seen as very profitable. 

“It’s going to have a massive 
impact on so many people. Some 
people in Haddenham rely on 
buses to Ely to get to work and 
will struggle to get in when 
services are lost.” 

Stagecoach’s managing dir¬ 
ector Andy Campbell has said the 
withdrawal of public subsidies 
for some routes had prompted 
the cuts. 

He said the cut in the amount 
of cash it would receive for 
concessionary passes made other 
services “less commercially 
viable”.

“Obviously we need a 
level of commitment 
from people but this is 
something all sorts of 
people can do with some 
of their spare time.”

ness owners were relieved 
after discovering the 
CCTV system was going 
to be moved to Ely, 
making it more localised. 

The changes were 
brought about by East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, the City of Ely 
Council, Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary and Soham 
Town Council.

Tony Hinsley said: 
“People really should join 
in - it’s actually quite fun.

Boy had gun at school 
to ‘show off to mates’

A TEENAGER who went to school 
with an imitation shotgun in his 
rucksack has appeared before 
magistrates. 

The 14-year-old, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, took the pellet gun into 
his East Cambridgeshire village school after 
finding it in a kitchen drawer at home. 

Police swooped on the school on Feb¬ 
ruary 8 following reports that a pupil had 
brought a gun in. 

At Ely Magistrates’ Court last Thursday, 
the boy pleaded guilty to possessing an 
imitation firearm in a public place, without 
lawful authority or reasonable excuse. 

Sally Hickling, prosecuting, told mag¬ 
istrates how the boy had been “showing the 
gun to other pupils”. 

She said: “Police attended after a call was 
made by the school’s student support 
manager, saying a pupil had a brought a 
gun into school with him. 

“She said he’d been showing the gun to 
other pupils and that students said they 
had been shown it inside his rucksack. 

“She explained how she confronted the 
student about the gun and that he ran off 
past the English block and dumped the gun 
in a hedge near some skips. 

“The gun was then retrieved by another 
teacher. 

“She asked the pupil where the gun came 
from, to which he replied it was his mum’s 
and that he’d got it from the kitchen drawer 
at home.” 

The teenager fled the school and was 
arrested at his home, where he told police 
he had taken the gun into school to “show 
off to his mates”. 

Mrs Hickling said: “A friend of the student 
told police that they had been talking about 
guns and that he said he had one. He was 
dared to bring it in and he did.” 

The teenager, who has since been 
excluded from the school, also pleaded 
guilty to a charge of stealing £400 in cash 
from his mother on February 10, which he 
admitted was to fund cigarettes and 
cannabis. 

The court heard how both crimes were 
committed while he was subject to a six- 
month conditional discharge, imposed 
following three public order offences. 

The case was adjourned for pre-sentence 
reports to be prepared.He was released on 
conditional bail and will be sentenced at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court on April 6. 


A VILLAGE church is the latest 
building to be targeted by 
“heartless” lead thieves. 

Leaders of the Holy Trinity 
Church in Haddenham have 
been left hundreds of pounds 
out of pocket after thieves 
clambered onto its roof and 
ripped off sheets of lead. 

Canon Fiona Brampton, the 
church’s vicar, said: “It’s so 
frustrating and sad that these 
people can target a building that 
means so much to people. 

“We all spend so much time 
making our church the beautiful 
place it is and then they come 
along and try and ruin that. 

“They just don’t realise the 
extent of the damage they are 
doing.” 

The theft happened overnight 
last Wednesday. 

Mrs Brampton said: “We’re 
still waiting for a quote to find 
out how much damage has been 
caused but it’s definitely going 
to be hundreds of pounds. 


“The thieves clearly used a 
ladder to get onto the church’s 
lower roof as there are marks to 
prove it. 

“They must have used a truck 
to get inside the church 
grounds, and the double gates 
were wide open. 

“We never lock the gates 
because villagers need to 
access the church grounds and 
at the end of the day, we don’t 
expect this sort of thing to 
happen.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Haddenham on Cambridgeshire 
County Council, said: “This 
really does appal me. 

“To target a village church or 
someone’s home is just 
heartless. 

“I hope these people are 
caught and punished 
appropriately.”

Muddy paths 
were awful 

Sir, Congratulations to East 
Cambridgeshire District Council for 
providing a lovely, safe pathway for 
the residents of Ely and visitors to 
enjoy the more rural aspects of our 
city. 

Contrary to the comments made in 
your lead article ('Park highways 
ruin beauty spot’ - Weekly News, 
March 3), the upgraded pathway 
enhances the area and invites 
visitors from a far greater population 
than was previously possible. I used 
to regularly enjoy walking the loop 
from Fisherman’s car park, along 
Springhead Lane path and back 
along the river path but recently, for 
most of the year, this has become 
nothing short of hazardous. In the 
spring and summer months the 
nettles and brambles were very 
overgrown and encroached right 
across the footpath. During the 
winter you had to contend with 
slippery mud and boggy ground. 
Overhanging trees/bushes meant 
that the footpath never had the 
opportunity to dry out. For a walker 
it was a problem; for a mother with 
toddlers or pushchairs it was very 
difficult and for the infirm or those 
with physical disabilities it had 
become impossible. 

The commencement of work was 
obviously delayed by the severe 
weather last year but the majority of 
work was done in January and 
February. 

So what is the environmental 
impact? I accept that, at the 
moment, the appearance is not 
particularly attractive but with 
spring around the corner and the 
opening up of the overhang to 
permit sunlight through to ground 
level we can expect new growth of 
natural hedgerow all along the path. 
It’s width will prevent nettles and 
brambles encroaching too much, at 
least for a couple of years. There is 
plenty of cover for birds and other 
wildlife in the vicinity while nature 
takes its course along the hedgerow. 
In this instance the authorities 
sought conservation advice and the 
result is a great improvement, 
allowing many more local people 
and visitors to enjoy what is a 
common amenity and without 
lasting damage to the environment. 
I’d like to say well done and thank 
you to those responsible.

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Call for the Fens to 
take housing strain

THOUSANDS of homes destined 
for Cambridge should be built in 
the Fens, according to a councillor 
who says more housing in the 
historic city will destroy its “int¬ 
imate scale”. 

Former mayor Cllr John Hipkin is calling 
for a referendum to be held on the growth 
of Cambridge. 

He argues extra homes will have a terrible 
effect on Cambridge congestion and crime 
levels - as well as destroying its “historic 
compactness and intimate scale”. 

Major development sites alone account 
for around 11,000 homes due to be built in 
coming years, mainly on the city’s fringes, 
including more than 4,000 near Trump - 
ington and at least 6,000 to the north-west. 

Longer term projections indicate rapid 
population growth will continue. 

Cllr Hipkin, an independent member for 
Castle, would prefer to see more develop¬ 
ment in Fenland and is starting a petition 
which calls for a city-wide referendum on 
the issue. 

He said: “Major housing projects should 
be located in the market towns of Fenland, 
which are in desperate need of regen¬ 
eration, and served by improved rail and

road systems into Cambridge.” 

Fred Brown, East Cambridgeshire District 
Council leader, said the region was pre¬ 
paring for growth, but believed there would 
still be a demand for homes in Cambridge. 

He said: “We welcome development and 
are looking to grow organically and put the 
right infrastructure in place. 

“We have no issue with taking our share 
of houses and that’s why we are promoting 
masterplans for Ely, Soham and Littleport. 

“I’m not sure about decanting develop¬ 
ment from Cambridge. People who want to 
live in Cambridge will always make it their 
preferred location.” 


On a possible referendum for residents, 
Cllr Hipkin said: “It is my strong belief that 
were they to be asked whether they agreed 
with the proposals to expand the city to the 
extent and at the speed envisaged, they 
would overwhelmingly reject them.” 

Cllr Hipkin said expansion should be 
halted because there will not be enough 
funding to deliver the necessary infra¬ 
structure and the pressure on the city centre 
would be too great. 

He added: “Any ‘spare’ development land 
in and around Cambridge should be 
designated for research and development 
activities rather than the building of more 
housing estates. 

“Cambridge is one of the nation’s eco¬ 
nomic drivers and the first priority should 
be the extension and refinement of the local 
economy. 

Cllr Clare Blair, the city council’s growth 
chief, said housing targets had been agreed 
locally. 

She said: “A large number of housing sites 
are already being developed, giving us 40 
per cent affordable housing and on many 
sites, such as Northwest Cambridge, a very 
high level of sustainability. 

“It’s not a question of revisiting the 
growth agenda, because growth is here and 
happening.” 

Cllr Blair said the council would consult 
widely as it updates its growth planning.

Groups hear plan on 
courthouse takeover 


TALKS on retaining Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court for public use 
have been “very encour¬ 
aging”, according to comm¬ 
unity leaders. 

With the historic courthouse set 
to close next week, preliminary 
discussions on its long-term future 
have been held between officials 
from Her Majesty’s Court Service 
and about 15 community groups. 

Representatives from East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council, City of 
Ely Council, Ely Society, regen¬ 
eration group Ely Perspective, the 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau and other 
interested local organisations 
heard how about a potential take¬ 
over. 

Civic organisations are looking 
to buy the grade-I-listed building 
from the court service and turn it 
into a tourist attraction. Outlying 
rooms could be converted into 
meeting rooms for businesses and 
community groups.

to buy and run the building are 
also being considered. 

Ely Society chairwoman Yvonne 
Thresh said: “It’s very early days, 
but it was very encouraging to see 
so many groups expressing an 
interest in preserving the court¬ 
house. 

“Everyone was very interested to 
hear about the process of taking 
over the court. 

“It’s a listed building and very 
important to Ely, which means 
development opportunities are 
limited. We are looking to see if 
English Heritage is interested in 
getting involved. 

“We want to preserve the 
character of the building, but we 
have to have enough income to 
cover the costs of running it. We 
need to know if that is practical. 

“The discussions were very 
encouraging and it now depends 


on how much money we can raise 
and what it will cost to run.” 

Philip Eden, chairman of City of 
Ely Council, said: “I was really 
heartened by the response of 
people who came to the meeting 
with the court service. 

“Studies have to be done by the 
court service before any decisions 
are taken, but the early talks have 
been very positive.” 

Justice minister Jonathan Djan- 
ogly announced the closure of the 
Ely court in December as part of 
plans to shut 93 magistrates’ courts 
and 49 county courts to save £J5 
million a year. 

It follows a review which said the 
court, which is open two days a 
week, was “underused” and “ineffi¬ 
cient”. Cases will now be heard at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court. 

■ A ceremony will take place next 
Thursday to mark the final sitting 
of the Ely courthouse, which was 
established two years after the 
infamous Littleport riots of J8 J9.

“Being a good Samaritan, he 
dragged his friend away from 
the pub to avoid any further 
conflict and took him to the car 
park opposite the police 
station.

“He didn’t think he’d be over 
the limit.” 

Scott was disqualified from 
driving for 15 months and 
fined £120. 

He was also ordered to pay 
£85 court costs and £15 victim 
surcharge.

IN July 2003, former UN 
weapons inspector Dr David 
Kelly died after a high-profile 
appearance before the Foreign 
Affairs Select Committee to 
answer questions about the so- 
called “dodgy dossier” of 
evidence about weapons of 
mass destruction. 

On the other side of the Atlantic 
at the time, CIA operations 
officer Valerie Plame was 
caught in the eye of a media 
storm after her own government 
had seemingly blown her cover 
to discredit her husband, who 
had been highly critical of the 
Bush administration. 

She became a focal point for 
the anger and confusion of a 
nation struggling to understand 
the decision to invade Iraq 
based on apparently flawed 
intelligence data. 

Plame endured trial by media 
and her husband, former 
ambassador Joseph Wilson, 
chronicled their ordeal in his 
2004 book, The Politics of Truth: 
Inside the Lies That Led to War 
and Betrayed My Wife’s CIA 
Identity: A Diplomat’s Memoir. 
She followed suit three years 



later with her versions of events, 
Fair Game: My Life as a Spy, My 
Betrayal by the White House. 
Doug Liman, director of The 
Bourne Identity and Mr & Mrs 
Smith, relives the fraught period 
in this dialogue-heavy thriller 
adapted from the couple’s 
memoirs. 

In the film, Valerie (Naomi 
Watts), whose CIA status is 
unknown to almost her entire 
circle of family and friends, is 
caught in the crossfire when her 
husband Joe (Sean Penn) 


writes a scathing opinion piece 
for The New York Times. 

A subsequent article in The 
Washington Post exposes 
Valerie and she is shunned by 
colleagues, including Jack 
McAllister (Michael Kelly), who 
need to protect their own 
identities. 

Fair Game is a gripping 
snapshot of the events leading 
up to the war in Iraq and the 
subsequent fallout for Valerie, 
Joe and their family. 

The script tries to avoid taking 
sides, despite the source 
material, by providing a clear 
and concise timeline of events 
in the corridors of power as the 
possibility of war becomes a 
sickening reality. 

The knot in our stomach 
tightens with each passing 
frame as Valerie and Joe 
witness events spiralling out of 
control before them, and the 
terrible price they must pay for 
daring to lift the veil of secrecy 
and lies. 

Watts and Penn deliver riveting, 
impassioned performances, 
laying bare the rage and 
disappointment that slowly 
threatens to tear their marriage 
apart at a time when they most 
need to mount a united front.

The Royal seal of approval 



I f you’re a regular 

shopper at garden centres 
and nurseries, the 
chances are that at some 
point you’ll have bought a 
plant which has received the 
RHS Award of Garden 
Merit (AGM). 

Most people see this as a sign 
that it’s a reliable, above average 
specimen which will perform well 
in the right conditions. But plants 
have to go through a rigorous 
process before the coveted logo can 
be added to the label. 

Only around 34 new plants are 
trialled each year and it can take 
three years plus before the AGM is 
awarded, and more for trees or 
slow-growing plants. 

Since being first introduced in 
1922, more than 7,000 plants have 
received the Award of Garden 
Merit. New plants are trialled at 
one of the RHS gardens or at a 
selected nursery or specialist 
grower. 

A panel of committee experts 
then meets to discuss and assess 
the merits of the plants, with input 
from plant heritage experts and 
National Collection holders. 

“There are five criteria, which 
are looked at as a group and not 
individually,” Jim Gardiner, RHS 
director of horticulture, explains. 

“The first one is excellence for 
ordinary use in appropriate

conditions. The next is that the 
plant is available in the trade at 
some level.” 

This means that a widely grown, 
popular plant, for instance 
Lavandula hidcote, would have to 
be widely available from retailers 
nationwide to qualify, while a less 
popular plant, such as a trillium, 
should be available from 
appropriate outlets or specialists 
who grow that type of woodland 
garden plant. 

The other criteria are that the 
plant must be “of good 
constitution”, which means it is 
known to be healthy, and 
“essentially stable in form and 
colour”, performing to its 
description. 

So, if for example you were 
buying a variegated plant, it’s not 
going to revert, says Gardiner. 

It’s also got to be reasonably 
resistant to pests and diseases. 

“For instance, there are some 
herbaceous plants that succumb to 
mildew when put under stress. 


What we are saying is that if it gets 
mildew very quickly, it won’t be 
given the Award of Garden Merit.” 

Climate will inevitably have 
some bearing on a plant’s 
performance. Some plants will do 
better in warmer regions in the 


south than in cooler northern areas. 

This is again something the 
RHS is hoping to tackle when it 
hosts the world’s first international 
trials conference at RHS Garden 
Wisley, in Surrey, in July. 

“As part of our international 


trials conference, we’ll be having a 
debate about hardiness ratings, 
linked to the Award of Garden 
Merit,” says Gardiner. 

This may mean that in future 
people will be able to more easily 
understand what ratings their plants 


fall under at the point of sale. 

At present, it’s not compulsory 
to include hardiness ratings on 
plant labels. Even when growers do 
include the information on the 
label, the current rating of one to 
four is not as clear as it should be, 
says Gardiner, and the RHS is 
hoping to extend the rating from 
one to seven. 

“Responsible growers are 
putting the hardiness ratings on 
their labels. If it’s not on the plant 
tag, it should be at the point of sale. 

“It’s in the growers’ interest to 
make sure they put it on because 
inevitably the hardiness over the 
last few years has been tested to the 
limit.” 

This year the RHS is carrying 
out a ‘sunset review’ to ensure that 
the AGM list is up to date and that 
plants which have been superseded 
by better varieties or are no longer 
available are dropped from the list. 

The new logos will be drip-fed 
into outlets through the year, 
gradually replacing the old ones. 

Logos may change but the aim 
remains the same. 

“When people go to nurseries or 
garden centres, if they look for the 
AGM logo they know there’s been 
a huge amount of investment, not 
only in time but in knowledge and 
expertise, to know they’ll be 
getting a first class garden plant,” 
says Gardiner.

IF you’re trying to sell a 
car that you perceive to be 
cool, then the obvious 
colour to choose would be 
blue. That’s precisely what 
Toyota have done with 
their latest version of the 
Aygo. The Aygo Blue sits 
below the Platinum model 
at the top of a revised line 
up and features a 
dedicated Cayman Blue 
metallic paint finish. 

The unique metallic colour 
might be something of a 
giveaway but there’s more to 
this particular Aygo than just a 
pretty coat of paint. Based, like 
all Aygos, on 1.0-litre petrol 
power, the Blue adheres to the 
tried and tested special edition 
formula of bundling in a 
bunch of extra equipment for a 
nominal mark up in price. 


Buyers can expect to find 
features like the provision of 
Bluetooth connectivity for 
hands-free use of mobile 
phones. And blue means cool, 
too, with air conditioning also 
provided as standard, the 
system including an 
integrated pollen filter and air 
recirculation function. 
Owners can go much further 
too by choosing from a series 
of bespoke Aygo option packs. 

The Xtra Protected pack 
equips the car for life in the 
urban jungle with rear 
parking sensors, mud flaps 
and carpets, while the Style 
pack adds alloy wheels, front 
fog lamps and front scuff 
plates. Both three and five- 
door body styles are available 
with the Blue model. 

Naturally, in terms of 
performance, you need to 
remember that the Aygo Blue

is a citycar first and foremost, 
something reflected in a 
sprint to 60mph that takes 14 
seconds. The good news is the 
fact that the 1.0-litre petrol 
engine is predictably excellent 
in terms of fuel economy and 
emissions. The combined 
economy figure is 62.8mpg 
and emissions are pegged at a 
laudable 106g/km. 


These figures are helped by 
the fact that the 1.0-litre is 
billed as the world’s lightest 
production engine. Effort is 
further removed by the 
fitment of electrically assisted 
power steering, making light 
work of turning the Aygo 
about-face. 

The front and rear over¬
